Athens, May 6.— A diipatch received 
here from the front nji that the big 
geit tettl* of the war between the 

Greeks and Turka began at Aivali. be- 
tween Yeleetino and Pkarwloa, early 
yeeterdaj morning. As a rceolt of it 

the Turkish force of 40,000 men has 
been repulsed. The Turkish plan was 
to seize the hills on the north, dlTiding 
Pharaaloe from Velestino. 

Following is the official dispatch from 
Major Pallis, chief of staff of the Greek 
forces in Thessaly, describing the fight 

"TheTnrks attacked onr adrance at 2 
o'clock. For Rcvprnl days tho Piieiny's 
movement had iiuiicatcd an intention 
to cut off our h^ft wing and yesterday 
thej attacked our front. Onr advance 
pests retreated, as they were fighting 
against rery superior nnmbefs, and 
to(Dk up a position in front of onr right 
Wing. 

"Aj» artillery duel ensncd along the 
extensive line. The enemy's infantry 
advanced iu perfect order at three points 
and in large numbers, but they were 
speedily checked by our infantry. 
; "The respective losses are as yet un 
known. 

"The crown prince tfxik a very active 
part in tlie combat, and advanced with 
^n range of the Turkish lire, greatly in 
spiring the men. Prince Nicholas was 
eqva]^ active at the right wing and di 
reeted the lire of his battery against the 
Turkish batteries. His cocdaess greatly 
encouraged the troops. 

"We maintain all onr positinns intact 
and the engagement will certainly be 
oontinaed. We calculate that about 
16,000 Tnrka attacked oor right wing 
Theymshed down the hill slopes in 
vast numbers. The enemy was onr 
superior in both artillery and cavalry ; 
the caliber of their gnns was larger, 
wnile their number was almost double 
oars. We had no cavalry, because our 
only sffpadroo hfm been used tor scout 
lag and had gone to Trikluda." 

There is great rejoicing liere over the 
receipt of the news from the frontier, 
The government has forwarded to 
Crown Prince Constantine and Prince 
Nicholas its warmest congratulations. 
The king and cabinet have also ad 
dressed a manifesto to the troops, oou' 
gratnlating them upon thsiff OOMMfS 
and patriotic devotion. 

The public is overjoyed and is already 
forgetting the early blunders of the 
campaign. A decisive battle is expected 
at Pharsalos, 

The Oreek fleet has captured at the 
•ntrance of the Gulf of Salonica a 
schooner, iu which Sir Ellin Asliniead 
Bartlett, the Anglo- American member 
ot parliament who recently visited the 
Tnrky. The vessel will be taken to the 
Piraeus for elimination. It is reported 
that documents of a seriously compro- 
mising character have been found on 
the schooner. These will be turned 
over to the government. 

THE NEWS CONFIRMED. 

Am Aasociatrfl Prrsj C«rre«pon(t«nt'« Ac- 
count of the Battle. 

Pkarsaum, May 6.— The ooraespcHid- 

ent of the Associated Press says that the 
Greek line wua attacked yesterday by a 
Turkish force of 20,000 infantry in ad- 
dition to artillery and cavalry. Colonel 
Makeys commanded the left Oreek 
wing and Colonel Mavromichalis the 
right wing. Both repulsed the Turks 
with great slaughter. 

The railway station was destroyed by 
the Turkisli shells, and railway commu- 
nication between this point and Volo is 
interrupted. Preparations are being 
made with the utmost activity for the 
battle wtaioh seems inevitable to follow. 



ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

It is said that 
both attacks have been repulsed by th > 
Greeks. General Smolenuki says : ' The 
brigade at Velestino isdelug«d with 
bkMid." 



CALLERS AT THE W HITE HOUSE.

WAraoftoTON, May 6.--Tliere has not

N ATU R AL GAS St TlL FLOWS. 

VhsOroatett Ooihrr in Indians HasJasI 
Been lirlUed Id. 

Pkikksbciio, Ind., May 6.— The gas 
well recently drilled here was given a 
formal test last night, having baen plaoed 
under control during the day by W. T 
Warner, an expert operator. When the 
tester was applied it registered a press- 
ure of 565 pounds, which is 215 pounds 
greater, as claimed, than ever previously 
registered by any well in Indiana. The 
estimated flowing oapadty per S4 hours 
is 4,000.000 cubio feet. The gas was 
t6and at a depth of 1,161 feet. The 
drill onljpMMmted two feet in the gas- 
bearing roolt aad it is claimed that had 
it gone deeper the well would have been 
uncontrollahle. * 

The well is owned by the Petersburg 
Mining and Manufacturing company, 
of which ex-Congressman A. H. Taylor 
is president. 

Expectations are raised to highest 
pitch on account of the find. It is now 
believed that a.great gas field underlies 
this vicinity, and already there is talk 
of piping natural gas to Evansville and 
otiier points so long bereft of nature's 
greatest fuel.

Paris, May 6.— So far as can be 
learned there is only one American vie 
tim of the basar dilsaster, a Mrs. Porges 
Slie was formerly a Miss Weiswellor 
Her daughter accompanied her to the 
bazar and escaped uninjured. The 

Forges family reside in Vienna It is 
indeed remarkable that only one Amer- 
ican's life was lost in the disaster, be- 
cause juet now there is an unusually 
large number of Americans in Paris and 
they are generous supporters of such 
fetes as the Grand Bazar de Charlte. 

Up to the present time 94 corpses 
have been positively identified. There 
are still U> bodies unidentified. 

It is now estimated tliaf there were 
about 1,2(K) persons in the building 
when the fire was discovered, about 
one-half of whom escaped unhurt 
Some estimates place the number of 
dead at 14S, Others at a still higher 
figure. 

The unidentified bodit s, as well as 
tlie jewels recovered from the debris, 
have been pholoj{raphed b7 the Bertil- 
Ion method.

Fatal Whooping Cough.
